kept themfelves within the Duties of Fidelity and. 


Obedience ; of which they have given Proofs on 


important Occafions. The Duke of Orleans re- 


turning into Prance in 1632, was quickly joyn’d by 
a great Number of Maleconrents: The Bifhops of 
Alby, Uzes, Nimes, Alets, St. Pons, and Lodeve, 
went in to the Duke de Montmorency who was at. 
the Head of the On the contrary the Pro- 
teftants ferv’d the King with great Courage. The 
fecond Conful of Nimes, who was a Proteftant, keps 
that City obedient to the King, and turn’d out the 
Bifhop and the firft Conful, who favour'd the Duke 
of Orlears. The Inhabitants of the Town of Mon- 
tauban fent Deputies to Morceaux to affuie the 
King of their Loyalty, and offer'd to march out to 
meet and fight the Duke’s Troops if they fhould ad- 
vance within a League of their Town. This is 
fully apparent by a Declaration of Lewis XIII, of 
the 23d of Auguft 1632, concerning the faid Duke 
de Montmorercy, in which his Majefty fa:s, ‘ Thar 
“the Duke of Orleans and that Lord had endea- 
* vour’d to corrupt the chief of the Nobility, and to 
‘ procure the beft Places of Languedoc to be be- 
‘ tray’d to them ; but that they had couragioufly 
‘ withftood their open Sollicitations and broke their 
* fecrer Intrigues ; even the Cities inhabired by 
* thofe of the 
* fatisfied with the Genrlenefs of his Government 
* and the Performance of his Promifes, had fo faith- 
‘ fully oppos’d them, that he had real Caufe to be 
‘ contented therewith, and to continue to treat them. 
* favourably, as he had relolv’d to do, and wonld 
do always. 

In 1651, the Proteftants of Montauban, Nimes, 
of the Sevennes, and of the Vivarets, were power- 
S&lly follicited by the Prince of Conde to joyn with 
his Party ; which they refus'd, and at theit own Ex- 
pence put themfelves in Arms to ferve the prefent 
King: Their Fidelity in that Conjuncture kepr 
Xaimonge, Languedoc, and Part of Guienne from 
revolting: The King exprefs'd his Acknowledge- 
ment of it by a Declaration publifh’d in their Fa- 
vour, the 21ft of May 1652, after his Majority had 
been declar'd, ‘ confirming the Edict of Nantes, 
* and commanding it ro be obferv’d, all Letters and 
* Arrets, as well of the Council as of the Soveraign 
* Courts, or other Judgements contrary thereunto 


norwithftanding. In that Declaration thefe Words runs thus. “ We do by moft expre{s aad reiterated 


are remarkable, “ our faid Subjects of the pretend- 
“ ed reform’d Religion have given us certain Proofs 
“ of theis Affection and Fidelity, efpecially in the 
“ prefent Conjun@ure, with which we are intirely 
fatisfied.

King was oblig’d on his Part to allow them Pro 
tection and Juftice. *Tis indubicable, that Juftice 
and Equity require the King fhould maintain them 
in the Right they bad lawfully acquir’d, and of 
which they were in Poffeffion, feeing on their fide 
they had done nothing to forfeit that Right. 

_An the fifth Place, the Difference between this E- 
dict of Revocation, and the Edicts which in Favouc 
of the Proteftants eftablith’d Liberty of Confcience 
and the publick Exercife of their Religion, deferves 
to be confider'd. The firft Edi& in January 
1561 was debated in a mof folemn Adembly 
call’d On purpofe for treating of Affairs of State and 
the Publication of an Edict : In the Preamble are thefe 
Works, ‘ After having long and maturely ccnfulted 
‘ of shis Affair with the Queen our moft honoured 
* and beloved Lady and Mother, our moft dear and 
* well beloved Uncle the King of Navarre oar Lieu- 
tenant Gen ral reprefenting our Perfon throughout 
‘all our Kingdoms and Territories, and other 
* Princes of our Blood, and Members of our priv 
* Council. And at the End of the Preamble thefe 
Words are remarkable, ‘ All thefe Things having 
* been welland maturely confider’d and debated in 
‘the Prefence of Us and of our faid Lady and. - 
* Mother, by fo great and venerable an Affembly, 
* we have upon their Advice and mature Deliberati- 
on, commanded and ordain’d, And the Pre-’ 
amble of the Edict of Nantes has thefe Words, 
* Having with the Advice of the Princes of ovr 
* Blood, other Princes and Officers of the Crown, 
“and other great,.and venerable Perfons of our 
* Council of State, in our Prefence, well and di- 
“ ligently: weigh’d' and:confider’d this whole Affair. 
Inftead of this, the'Edict of Revocation,importing no 
fefs than the DefOlation of Five hundred thoufand Pa+ 
milies of good and faithful Subjects,was drawn up by 
the M.de Chateauneuf,and by certain Jefuires whole 
Suggeftions he. never fail’d to make Ufe of in con- 
triving.ahe Arrets, and Declarations. that pafs’d thro’ 
his: Hands concerning Religion, .The Truth 
of this) Fact is auefted by a Letter,of the Marquis 
de Louvois ‘written the sth of November 1685 to 
the'Duke de Noailles Governour of Languedoc, in 
which is this Paffage. Ido not at all doubt, bue the 
Sua sering of Soldiers pretty thick upon thofe Few of 
the Proteftant Nobility and Commoners that are left, 
will cure them of the Errour they are in about the E- 
which M. de Chateauneuf bas, help’d us to. The 
Errour he fpeaks; of .was this; the Proreftants be- 
liev’d, that according to the Tenour of the laf 
Atticle of that Edi& (of which we thall {peak 
at large by and by) they might continue in the 
Kingdom, keep on their Trades, and enjoy their 
Goods and Eftatés, without being troubled of hin- 
dred under the Pretext of Religion. The honefteft 
and wifeft Roman Catholicks were of the fame 
Opinion. And in that Affurance many of the Pro- 
teftants laid afide the Meafures they had taken to 
retire with their Families out of the Kingdom. Se 
veral came voluntarily out of Places in which they 
had till then fafely conceal’d themfelves: The moft 
diftruftful among them could not imagine, thar fo 
folemn a Promife was made to be broken the next 
Day. This Edict was not brought into the King’s 
Council to be debated ; for that would infallibly 
have been exprefs'd according to the ufual Form, 
had it been done.

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This Prohibition is not only contrary to natual Li- 
befry, but is name contrary to the Liberty thac 
ought to be allow'd in the Matter of Religion. This 
was acknowledg’d by Ferdinand King of the Romans, 
and the Eftates of the Empire affembled in Diet ac 
Ausbeurg in the Year 1555, whofe Decree is com- 
monly call'd the Peace of Religion. One of the Arti- 
cles of that Decree is in thefe- Words, ‘ If our Sub- 
* je&ts, or thofe of the Ele&ors, Princes and States; 
* of che one ur the other Religion, fhall be defirous. for 
* the fake of their Religion to depart out of our Ter- 
* ritories, Principalities, Towns and Villages, or out. 
* of thofe of the Electors Princes and States of the ho- 

* jy Roman Empire, and to retire and live with their 

* Wives and Children in fome other Place, they fhall 

* be permitted and allow'd fo to do, as alfo cto fell 

* their Eftates and Goods, without Hindrance. This 

Peace of Religon was exprefly confirm'’d by the Treaty

and Places of our Kingdom, Countries and Terri-. 
tories of our Obedience, and there continue their 
Commerce, and enjoy their Eftates, wichout being 
molefted or hindred, under Pretext of the faid pre- 
tended reform'd Religion ; on Condition, as faid is, 
not to aflemble in Order to perform any religious 
Exercile, under Pretext of Praying or Worthiping 
according to the faid Religion in any manner what- 
ever, on the Penalties abovermention'’d of corporal 
Punithment and Confifcation of Goods and Eftace.. 

Bafore we enter into the particular Difcuffion of 

¢ two Articles , it feems neceffary co {peak of che 
Rtecheds that have been made Ufe of to convert the. 
Proteftants to the Church of Rome. 

It muft be allow’d to be a cértain and undoubted 
Principle, that Conftraint ought never to be us'd in 
Matters of Religion. Even the Doftors of the Ro- 
mith Church agree to this. The Jefuite Azorius (a) 
propofes this Queftion, Whether Pagans under the Domia 
nies of aChriftian,. Prince, maybe forc’d to embrace his 
ligion ? Which he refolves in the Negative, corrobo- 
rates his Decifion by the. Authority of the Canon- 
Law (b), and by St. Thomas (c), fays ‘tis an Opini- 
on commonly receiv’d, and then gives the Réafon of 
it. * That feeing Belief proceeds from a voluntary 
* and free A&, "cis not permitted: to bring any one in- 
‘tothe Faith by Compulfion; f@rhat the. Chriftian 
* Religion ought not to be fubje& to Force and Vio- 
* lence; even. Men-oughr not to engage in ir through 
* Rear of Death, of Slavery, of Learlonment, of Tor- 


* ments, or other the like Evils: and we no where 
* find that fuch kind of Evils were us’d to draw Meni 
‘ ac firft to che Chriftian Religion: Religion is not 
at our Command, becaufe no-Perfon can be compell’d 
o believe whether’he will or fio, feid the wife King 
Tis true St. Thomas. in the forecited.place, makes a 
Diftiné&tion between Infidels, who.never made Profeffio 
of the Chriftian, Faith, foch ag Pagans and Jews Par 
Infidels, who have receiv’d the, Fath, and, promis‘d 
keep it, fiuch as Hereticks and Apottites : He condemns 
Force with regard to the former, Yd approves it with 
regard to the latter. But this canriot be applied’to' rhe 
Proteftants of France, who were a Church feparate 
from that of Rome, and: had their Minitters, publick 
Affemblies, Confrftories, and-provincial and national Sy- 
nods; all by Virtue of a publick. Law, . 
On this Argument fomething very peculiar with re- 
gard to the Proteftants of France may be alledg’d, and 
that is the general Opinion of the Clergy of the fame 
Kingdom. ‘hich Opinion is declard in a Remon- 
ftrance made in the Name of'a general Aflembly of that 
Clergy, and deliver‘d at their Head by M. Cornullier 
Bifhop of Rennes to Louis XII. Their own Words 
are thefe, (e) ‘ We do not pretend to. root out their Er- 
“rours by Conftraint and Violence ; but acknowledge 
* the Liberty engraven by Nature on the Mind of Man ; 
* that what is introduc’d into it by Force is not lafting, 
* nor is of any Merit in Faith, which.ought to he fpon- 
* taneous, and to be infinuated gently by Divine Infpi-
